grow two or three crops in one sea­ 
son, and if these are properly selec­ 
ted the hom-grown produce will be 
both better and cheaper 
than 
any 
that can be purchased on the mar­ 
ket. 
Just what vegetables are to 
be 
grown depends, of course, upon the 
individual tastes of the family. 
In 
general it may be 
said, 
however, 
that the aim of the home gardener 
should be io raise 
vegetables 
in 
which freshness is 
an 
important 
quality. 
'Peas and string or 
Lima 
beans, for example, lose much 
if 
they are not cooked almost immedi­ 
ately after they are picked. 
On the 
other hand, as good potatoes can be 
bought as can be grown. 
Moreover, 
they occupy a large area in propor­ 
tion to their yield and consume in a 
back yard or small garden valuable 
space which could be put to much 
more profitable use. 
This is 
true, 
also, of corn, cucumbers, squashes, 
and melons. 
It will also 
pay 
the 


rows for the interplanting of later 
crops and 
for 
easy 
cultivation. 
Plants which make a high 
growth 
and cause heavy shade should not 
be located where they will interfere 
with sun-loving small plants. Peren­ 
nials, too, such as rheubarb and as 
paragus which are not cultivated, 
should not be grown twice, if this can 
which call for tillage. 


If a garden is planned in this way 
and the scheme carried out, the plan 
should be kept for use the following 
year, with notices of the success or 
failure of the different items in it. 
For example, if too much or too lit­ 
tle ot any vegetable was grown this 
fact should be recorded. 
It is not 
desirable, however, to 
follow 
too 
closely the same plan in succeeding 
years. 
The same kind of vegetables 
should be grown twice, if this can 
be avoided, in the same part of the 
garden.

This can be accomplished only by 
careful planning and it is recom­

gardeners draw up in advance

complete lay-out for their 
garden. 
A typical plan of this character is 
shown in the appended diagram. On 
the plan the gardener should indi­ 
cate the date w’hen each of his pro­ 
jected crops is to be planted. 
No 
more space should be allotted to 


growing vegetables, such as beans, 
peppers, eggplants, and 
the 
like, 
may be set out. 
In a space 
about 
12 feet wide betwen fhe walks low- 
growing, quick-maturing, early veg­ 
etables may be planted in 
such 
a 
way that 
later-maturing 
varieties 
<*ould be put out at proper intervals 
between them. 
The early plantings 
may consist of radishes, early beets, 
lettuce, carrots an d 'a few7 parsnips' 
The beets may 
give way to a few 
late cabbage plants. 
The 
sunniest 
portion of the yard should be turn­ 
ed over to tomatoes of which there 
were about 18 inches apart in each 
direction. 
Early and late peas may 
be put out in the lertst sunny por­ 
tion of the yard. 
Later, in the fall, 
spinach, kale, 
and 
potato-onion 
sets may be planted in order to pro­ 
vide a supply of green succulents 
tor the winter and early spring.
